SAX FRANCISCO, August 28.—Superin- 


tendent J. A. Fillmore of the Southern 
Pacific Company haa modified his atti- 
tude towards those engaged ia the re- 
cent strike. Just after the strike he 
was quoted as declaring that none of the 
leading strikers should ever obtain work 
in California if he could help it and if 
any secured positions ho would try to 
have them discharged. Theae threats 
caused much indignation, and President 
C. P. Huntingtou wrote a sharp reproof 
from New York. Thia letter caused Mr. 
Fillmore to make a supplementary state- 
ment, in which he denies that he said 
he would hunt down ex-strikers and de- 
prive them of their positions. 


"While I am. not interfering with 


anybody," explained 
Mr. Fillmore, 


"the men who destroyed our property, 
stole our trains and killed our emploves 
are on our black list. Thia list goes to 
other roads. It is a custom that has 
been in vogue twenty years.'B 
"If an ex-striker can get work you do 


not propose to interfere then?" Mr. 
Fillmore was asked. 


"Certainly not except in BO fur aa the 


black list may come against him. There 
are e-c-atrikera now acattered all over the 
state picking fruit or hops." 


A second letter was received from C. j 


P. Huntington today in which be again ' 
referred to Mr. Fillmure's threats, say- 
ing: "I cannot believe any one would! 
eay anything BO malicious and idiotic."

This species is known to botanists 
as mt'ntha canadensi?, and is qnite com- 
mon in all the cooler parts of our state. 
If its commercial value has ever been 
tested I'm not aware of the fact. Many 
species of peppermint are known, hut 
none indigenous to hot climates. The 
species from which the oil ia obtained is 
men tha piperita, and is n native of Eng- 
land, and 19 claimed to be indigenous 
also to Wayne county, New York, where 
most of the peppermint oil produced in 
our country ia made, cultivating as high 
as 8000 acrei yearly and giving employ- 
ment 
to 
as 
many 
as 
2000 


laborers 
Each 
aero 
requires 
the 


labor of one man

month. 


An average Wayne county yield per acre 
is a ton of the wilted (not dried) plants 
per 
year, 
producing about twenty

This, added to the coat of 
labor, makes the cost of thuoilaabout $£ 
per pound. The price at which they

A MINE HORROR. 


DEATH OF THIRTY-SEVEN MEN 


IN A COAL MINE. 


Tliey Had Time to Escape, but Be- 


lieved They Were IB Perfect 


Safety. 


$I:ATTLK, Wash., August 24.-A ter- 


rific explosion occurred in breast 62 on 
the sixth level of the Franklin mine at 
Franklin near this city this afternoon. 
Sixty-two miners were imprisoned and 
thirty-seven were killed. The rest es- 
caped alive. The fire was eoon extin- 
guished and the work of taking out 
bodies began. All have been recovered. 
About half the miners were negroes, 
having been brought from the east four 
years ago to replace strikers. The mine 
is owned by the Oregon Improvement 
Company and produces the best coal in 
the state of \Vashiugtoii. The damage 
to the mine is not large. 


SEATTLE, August 24. --Shortly before 


noon today a fire was noticed by one of 
the drivers in the sixth north level of 
the Franklin coal mine at Franklin. 
Notice was given to the miners who 
were working in different places. Sev- 
enty men we're working in the sixth and 
second levels, tmd of that number forty 
lingered at the breast of eix, where the 
lire wae, in an attempt to put it out. 
Three of those at I 
l>e burning breast be- 


came frightened :uid fled. Those who 
remained were overcome and asphyxi- 
ated.' All had time to escape, but thev 
believed they were in perfect safety, but 
litle they lingered smoke ouzeu out be- 
3iu<l them and cut off the escape. All 
the liodie? were found within a space of 
SOO feet. Some were badly bruised, and 
one1 man hud his neck broken, showing 
,hcy had thrown themselves against 
mints and timbers in the gangway in 
heir desperate efforts to escape. A 
majority of the bodies boie no marke at 
oil and their death was painless. 
Vol- 


inteers were called for and freely re- 
iponded. They went below and in a 
ihort time the bodies of their dead com- 
rades commenced to come to the sur- 
ace. Women and children gathered 
around the mouth of the pit and the 
scenes of grief 
were terrible. At 3 


o'clock three bodies were recovered and 
the people becan to quiet down. They 
will all be buried tomorrow. The fire 
is spreading tonight, to otlipr breasts, 
and it ia believed it will not be extin- 
guished for three months.

The Tariff Bill to Become a Law

ture. 


WASHINGTON-, August 27.-—President 


Cleveland today eent a letter to Repre- 
sentative Catchings, in which he Bays he 
will allow the tariff bill to become a law 
without his signature. The President 
expresses great disappointment that the 
bill did not meet hia wishes, but says 
there are provisions in the bill which 
are in line with honest tariff reform. The 
bill was surrounded by influences in its 
bet stages which ought not to be toler- 
ated in Democratic tariff reform coun- 
cils, and yet, notwithstanding all its 
vicfis and bad treatment it received at 
the hands of its pretended friends, it 
presents a vast improvement to existing 
conditions. I take my place with the 
rank and file of tbe Democracy who be- 
lieve in tarff reform, and know what it 
is, who refuse to accept the results em- 
bodied in this bill as tbe close of the 
war, who have marked the places where 
the 
deadly 
blight of treason has 


blasted the councils of the brave in their 
hour of night.

A TRAIN ROBBERY. 


A DETECTIVE AND TWO POUCE- 


J1EN KILLED. 


The Robbers Captured and Identi- 


fied—Both Havo JJril Records in 


California aud Wyoniiutr- 


Cmr.uiu, August 25.—Two bandits 


held up a train at Deerfield last night 
and killed railroad Detective Patrick 
Owens, and then started to Chicago in a 
farmers team, pursued by a crowd of 
citizens and a patrol wagon with four 
policemen. The bandits when cornered 
fired at tlie police, killing two. After a 
long chase through the suburbs the rol>- 
bera were captured after being shot.

Finally Lake, one of the robbers, fell 
badly wounded, and shortly after, Gor- 
don, tbe other 
highwayman, alao 


dropped. Lake IB fatally wounded, but 
Gordon ia not eeriouely hurt. Gordon 
says he ciime from San Francisco a few 
months ago and was trying to beat hifl 
way Kouth,wherehehailbeen promiseda 
job. The police have identified Gordon 
as Billy Williams and Lake as Charles 
Austin, both of whom have evil records 
in California and Wyoming. 


He Was Very Hungry.

charge of putty larceny. Several days 
ago he called at the house of Thomas 
Price and asked for somethilig to eat.

DIMOND'S REPORT. 


OPERATIONS OF THE NATIONAL 


GUARD. 


A Kcvifrw of Events at Sacramento 


on July -Mil 
Tlift Depot

SAX FRANCISCO, August 27.—The re- 


port of Major General Dimoud to Gov- 
ernor Markhatn on the operations of the 
National Guard at Sacramento during 
the recent strike has been made public 
by the Governor. It is a document of 
considerable length, and the major por- 
tion of it is devoted to a renew of events 
at Sacramento on July 4th. He qnotea 
a number of telegrams that passed be- 
tween him and the atate authorities and 
National Guard officers, and in particu- 
lar the one received from the Governor 
authorizing him to proceed to Sacra- 
mento with troops and directing him to 
uae his best judgment as to number, 
equipment and mode of transportation. 
General Dimond, in view of the fact 
that the troops suffered much from 
hunger on the first day of their arrival 
at the capital, lays great stress on the 
fact that in issuing orders to command- 
ers he repeatedly directed that two 
days' rations be taken along, which 
order?, he says, "for some- reason not 
yet known were not complied with." 
He also quotes telegrams to show that 
he had made inquiries as to the loyalty 
of the troops and had been assured that 
they would do their duty at all hazards. 


The depot campaign is set forth at 


length, but the facts do not diller ma- 
terially from those published at the 
time. It appears that thu General had 
arranged to take the troops direct to the 
depot, but through ordera, the responsi- 
bility of which he has not yet been able 
to place, he was taken to Twenty-first 
street and found it necessary to disem- 
bark his troops there. This he refers 
to as a "serious and fatal mistake." 
The responsibility of the movement of 
General Sheehan'a troops from the head 
of the column is placed on Marshal 
Baldwin. General Dimond slates thn 
lienora! Sheehan saw the necessity of 
occupying the end of the depot, which 
was clear of strikers, and ecnta request 
to General Dickinson to that effect. 
General Dickinson refused, paying he 
preferred to receiveonlers from General 
Dimoncl. When General Dimond fin- 
ally eent the desired order General Dick- 
inson bad -been overcome by heat. The 
removal of the companies from the head 
of the column to ^uard the bridges was 
opposed by the olheers as demoralizing 
to the soldiers and encouraging to the 
strikers, but Marshal Baldwin, who had 
assumed command of the iroops, insisted 
on his ordera being carried out.

The in- 
terview provoked a storm of adverse crit- 
icism, which was mainly directed at the 
Southern Pacific, for many charged that 
Mr. Filluiore had spoken with, author- 
ity. C. I*. Hnutington, president of the 
company, lias written a letter from 
New York, in which he positively de- 
clared that Mr, Filluiore's reported pol- 
icy is not the policy of the Southern 
1'acitic Company. Referring to the in- 
terview, Air. Huntington Bays: 


"I can hardly believe Mr. Fillmore 


said this; if he did ho was nil wrong. 
We, of course, owe it to ourselves and 
to patrons of tht) road to refuse to take 
back men who destroyed any of our 
property or made any effort to prevent 
others from taking their places, but 
when we have done that, that in, re- 
fused to take them back, 1 think we 
should wish them to get places else- 
where, if it could be done without in- 
jury to the public, and it is not our 
bupine?a to follow them, but when they 
get one, wish them well." 


In closing his letter Huutingtou Bays : 


"I hope our people will consider these 
things Carefully and hear in mind that 
in handling the great interests that we 
lire caring for, it is not enough, to look 
out for the rights of thu company, but 
also for the rights of every member of 
the community in which we are work- 
ing and where our influence ia full." 
The letter ia made public by H. E. 
Hnntington, assistant to the president.

their debts, Fresno county needs 10,- 
000 farmers who are satisfied to occupy 
five, ten or at most, twenty acre tracts. 
The spirit, if not the exact words, of 
the lined of Horace apply as well now as 
they did when they were written two 
thousand years ago: 
"Happy the man, in courts and camps 


unskilled, 


"Who tills the few acres which bis lath- 


era tilled."

Kulastltat portion of the 
complaint upon wliieh the demurrer 
was sustained is the backbone of the 
suit, there id little likelihood of a com- 
plaint being filed that will stand. 


The contract was made hy the board 


of city trustees in March, 1SS9, for a 
term of five years. Mullean reaped a 
golden harvest from the contract. Not 
only waa he paid a good figure by the 
city for disposing of thb sewage, but be 
also turned the sewage so as to yield a 
revenue. 
The sewage when 
turned 


upon arid land niakea one of the best 
fertilizers known. Besides the water 
can tie put into & number of useful 
channels. In fact the benefits to bfc 
derived from the sewage as a fertilizer 
has alrendy brought two oilers to care 
for ihe emvage free of charge for a term 
of five years. 


Both McHean and the c.ity lived up to 


the i-ontnici for four years, MuBeau be- 
ing paid hia MSKO annually. When the 
present Hoard of Trustees came into of- 
fice City Attorney Kisley examined the 
contract and gave na hia opinion that it 
was unconstitutional and advised the 
board not to make any more payments 
on the contract. Acting on this advice 
is what caused Mcllean to bring tbe 
suit. 
After the suit was filed Mc- 


Hean also filed an injunction to prevent 
tlie hoard from transferring any money 
from the sewer fund into any other, or 
to make any disposition of the same.

Sheriff Scott has no objection to the 


calling up of the Evans and Sontag inci- 
lent, or any other matter connected 
with his administration of the sheriff's 
oflice. The man has not been born 
who could have run the sheriff's office 
of this county during tbe past two years 
without making mistakes, involving as 
,t has many situations of extreme diffi- 
culty and danger. There aro few men 
ndeed who could have performed the 
service which Sheriff 
(,Scott hua for 


Fresno county and have made less mis- 
takes; and for every mistake made he 
haa more than attoned by 
faithful 


service, by dilligence, bravery and per- 
serverance; by the encounter of danger 
aud hardship, and tbe expenditure of 
liis own money when called for. 


The political eiien-ies of Jay Scott may 


make all the capital out of the errors of 
bis administration that they possibly 


can, but they cannot convince the peo- 
ple of ibis county that he has not made 
one of tbe best sheriffs that the county 


s has ever had. He came into office 


at a time when crime was rampant in 
this county, and no effort worthy of the 
name was being made by the sheriff to 
bring criminals to justice. Organized 
robbery with its accompaniment of mur- 
der was of common occurrence, uud 
honest, law-abiding citizens felt that 
they had no protection. The name of 
the county was fast becoming uotoriooi 
for its outlawry, and it lias not yet 
outlived the evil reputation it acquired 
under tlie last Democratic sheriff.

Experience 
has shown where tbe defects in the Mc-

about letting the present tariff bill 
stand, with its infamies admitted by all 
parties, on the ground that further agi- 
tation ol the question must be stopped, 
at all hazards, have certainly not con- 
sidered the difference in the effect of 
tariff revision by Republican and tariff 
smashing by Democrats. The very fact 
that the Republicans were again in 
power and prepared to vindicate protec- 
tion would give a renewed impetus to 
business. Protection does not destroy,but 
builda up, and tho promise of aid and 
encouragement to those at home instead 
of those abroad haa an exactly opposite 
effect. The benefits of protection would 
begin to be felt before they were actually 
realized, just as the threat of free trade 
has served to plunge the country into 
gloom, and suffering before it was real- 
ized that the Democratic party was in- 
capable of carrying out its program. 
The fear of tarift revision from a Repub- 
lican standpoint is Idle and groundless: 
and with protection once reinstated 
there will never be another Democratic 
majority to threaten the destruction of 
the American system.

THE WORST IS 
OVER. 


Now that the tariff iinaehuig crusade 


ba> come to «n end without fulfilling 
the threats of the free- traders, there ia 
every reason to anticipate a revival ol 
buUn££s which will at least be a decided 
improvement on the conditions which 
have prevailed since the threat of tariff 
revolution caused a practical suspension 
of industry. The tone of all the trade 
reviews is encouraging, and while there 
is a general understanding tltat reduc- 
tions in the standard of Aiuerican labor 
are inevitable, there is no difference of 
opinion in regard to the fact that many 
idle wheels of industry will speedily be 
put in motion. The fact that supplies 
in every Hue have been permitted to 
run down to a point where they are 
barely sufficient to meet a demand un- 
precedentedly diminished, by the im- 
poverishment of consumers, has made a 
renewal of activity a certain consequence 
as soon as the brakes were thrown off. 


Henry Clewfl A Co. of New York in 


their advance sheet notes the following 
evidence* of improvement aa manifested 


y the Wall Street barometer: 
The naat week has afforded u fair 


specimen of the sort of effects the end of 
tariff suspense haa in store for Wall 
street 
The feeling is that of universal 


relief from a universal obstruction. The 
way has been opened to a resumption of 
trade and enterprise in every direction, 
and in all interests there ia a disposition 
;o resume operations on something ap- 
aroaching a normal scale. Tbere are no 
oncer any great feara.nor any reasons 
or timidity, overhanging the markets, 
in every branch of trade stocks of mer- 
chandise are in a starved condition, and

of hand-to-mouth supply are disappear- 
ng

The country has learned 


some serious lessons and therefore is 
disposed to he sober, but it is also very 
lungry for more trade and better 
irohts, nnd is therefore disposed to turn 
,o active account every chance for im- 
proving both. For the last four years, 
he perception of a coming change in 
our tariff policy hap bad a more re- 
pressing effect upon enterprise than is 
renerally supposed; and the fact that 
.he change has at last come, with little 
prospect of its being much disturbed for 
/eara to come, prepares the way for 
many long postponed 
undertaking. 


The fact of the 
common cheapness 


of materials ami of the quite, general 
reduction of wages lias a very direct 
tendency to invite, revival iu certain 
important branches of trade, especially 
those connected with building, machine 
plant, public im pro vein cuts and rail- 
roads. 


This financial review 
ifl evidently 


right in its conclusion that the tariff 
will not be greatly disturbed for a great 
many years. The modifications which 
;Le Republicans will make in equalizing 
and rehabilitating its protective features 
will not exert a materially disturbing in* 
lueuce, and wheu. tbat is done the free- 
traders will not dare to enter upon an- 
other tariff-smashing crusade during the 
present generation. 


A CRITICAL TIME. 


UNDER the head of "A Revival of 


Trade," the evening free-trade journal 
prints tbe following dispatch from Lon- 
don in its issue of yesterday: 


Since the pagauge of tbe tariff bill by 


the American congress London's busi- 
ness in colonial grown wool with the 
United States has been mush more 
active. It is estimated that 1500 bales 
of colonial wool have been purchased at 
private sale for the United States mar- 
ket since tbe last auction sale of wool, 
nnd the volume would have been vastly 
greater, but for the, fact that wool im- 
porters are unwilling to do business ex- 
cept at the public auctions, owiug to the 
diih'culty of getting what supplies they 
want in London, a fair quantity being 
drawn to tbe continent. There is more 
activity on the Liverpool docks, and 
ship owners are expecting that the pass- 
age of the tariff bill will greatly revive 
trade. 


It will b& noticed that the "revival ol 


trade" refers to the demand for free 
foreign wool by American 
factories 


which have been shut down or running 
on short hours pending a decision on the 
tariff bill. It does not refer to any in- 
creased demand for American products, 
but to large shipments of foreign wool 
to this country, every bale of which 
takes the place of a bale of American 
grown wool and represents so muci 
American money to be sent to foreign 
countries for the benefit of foreign in 
dustries. The passage of the Wilson 
bill, while dealing very liberally will 
certaiu classes of protected industries 
signals the practical destruction of the 
sheep and wool growing industry in th< 
United States. Indeed, the paralysis o: 
that industry dnrinjj the past year has 
forced inevitable insolvency and ruin 
upon a large proportion of the people 
engaged in it, and the foreigner wil 
soon have control of the market ant 
American wool growers will be out 
of employment and forced to seek 
avenues of industry. It may be admit- 
ted that any kind of "revival of trade' 
is better than the complete stagnation 
prevailing under the regime of tarif 
smashing, but there is an element of re- 
gret necessarily connected with a "re- 
vival" which causes more rejoicing in 
foreign countries than it does at home,

Karly life <1M not offer the a<! van tapes 
of ii classical education, but, equipped 
with such as the schools of hia lonlity 
afforded, he read taw and was admitted 
to practice in 1872. Since that time he 
has pursued no other calling, for tlie 
past twelve years having practiced hnv 
in Fresno. 


He was appointed superior judge by 


(.iuvernor Markharu in March, IS'Jii, the 
third judgeship having been created by 
act of the legislature. His course since 
hid occupancy of the judgeship has been 
a matter of favorable commcntby nearly 
all who have had occasion to transact 
business in hia court. His quickness of 
decision aud decisive manner of express- 
ing himself may Imve at first given an 
impression of bias, but ilia decisions as 
a rule have been Eound, and n<> one 
intimates that other than the strictest 
judicial motives govern hia action on 
the bench. Judge Webb is a man of 
moderate means, ft widower without 
living family, plain in appearance am! 
manner, industrious and painstaking in 
bis method of work, little given, to social 
life and not at all to dissipation. His 
nomination was by acclamation and 
liis candidacy seemed to meet with uni- 
versal approval. The Judge U not a 
good politician, neither ia he a <;ood 
speech maker or canvasser. Whether 
knowing these facia or not, he has re- 
mained in his court during the entire 
summer—much of the time being the 
only judge in Fresno—and aeems dis- 
posed to trust tlie people of Fresno 
county to retain or retire him as in 
their judgment peema best.

The present is a critical time for the 


raisin growers. The required percent- 
age for the maintenance of the growers' 
and packers' association is now assured, 
and still the fact cannot be ignored that 
;he percentage remaining on the outsid e 
,6 a menace to the success of the co op- 
erative movement. The remaining 20 
per cent, if it remains outside the asso - 
ciation, will serve to interfere seriously 
with systematic marketing, and may be 
used to cut prices below a living rate. 


The difficulty of the situation appears 


to be that the extreme 
necessity 


of some of the growers is prompting 
them to accept very low offers of cash in 
the sweatboi outside the association, 
and those low prices will, as a matter of 
:ourse, enable the buyers ii they so de- 
sire to cut under the prices which tbe 
association is obligated to maintain. 


The plain logic of the situation from 


the grower's standpoint is that there 
should be no raisins sold outside tbe as- 
sociation. That organization, witb its 
facilities for controlling shipments so as 
to meet only the actual demands of the 
market, for securing a pack of uniform 
excellence by official grading, and its 
binding obligation to maintain reason- 
able living prices, holds out to the raisin 
growers their only hope of retrieving the 
mistakes and disasters of past years. 
Not a single carload of raisins ehould 
go to market outside the association, for 
every one which does go to that extent 
endangers the success of the industry 
and of every man engaged in it. The 
growers have the matter in their own 
hands. If they stand unitedly by the 
association, every packer and dealer 
will be found in the organization in a 
very short time, and systematic business 
methods will take the place of irre- 
sponsible competition and demoraliza- 
tion.

Whatever Oood Was Done by Con- 


gress Waa Spoiled In the 


And now they have gone, this senate 


and house of representatives; gone with 
only three mouths of unhappy life in 
them. What are we to say? One year 
of almost continuous session and what 
have they done and how have they done 
it? The Republicans cannot use the 
language of 
reproach, 
invective or 


abuse. The whole vocabulary has been 
exhausted by themselves speaking of 
themselves. We cannot hope to equal 
in commenting on the senate the tre- 
mendous and effective words of the 
President of their own choice. If we 
were to search the whole dictionary of 
diatribe we could not equal the charge 
of "party perfidy and dishonor" made 
by the President against the senate and 
received by the house of representatives 
with its 100 Democratic majority with 
cheers and applause. 


If we were to comment upon the 


President and his action we could not 
use language half so damaging as the 
Democratic senators used in open senate 
with uplifted hands, associating the 
truth of personal betrayal and personal 
bad faith. If we were to comment upon 
the bouse of representatives and Us 
leaders we should be deemed guilty of 
gross partisanship— if we used even their 
own words iu describing their own ac- 
tions. What a condition for a parti- 
eau critic—to be obliged in common de- 
cency to use softer words about his ene- 
mies than they use about themselves, 
and the enemies are no saints in embryo 
beatinc their breata 
aud confessing 


their transgressions to reach tbe heights 
of sainthood through the depths of sin. 
Oh, no; they are simply earnest men 
standing by the broken business of a 
whole country and trying to tell wbo 
destroyed it all; and, having met suc- 
cess, we obviously cannot use any Ian- 
guage of reproach or of harshness. 
Earlier (and for that purpose) worthier 
hands have gathered all those laurels. 


All we can say is that all three sides 


are probably right. The President and 
senate have told the truth about each 
other and tlm house about itself. 


REED'S I.ITTI.K REVIEW. 


With this simple expression of faith 


in their veracity, let us turn to a slight 
review of what they have done. There 
is 110 doubt that this review will bu as 
distasteful and unsatisfactory to the 
majority of honest Democrats aa to the 
Republicans 
themselves. 
Whatever 


good there has been done has been 
spoiled in the doing. If the house has 
yielded to the dictates of a long de- 
nounced common setiss, ant! adopted 
proper rules, it was only nfter all sound 
precedent had been violated, in the at- 
tempt to avoid the necessity. If the 
congress has repealed the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act it has only 
done 80 after such long delay as has de- 
prived tiie country of any advantage 
the reneal might have given it. 


Nor has the aystery of the collapse of 


tliti compromise and the connection of 
the 
President therewith ever hetn 


cleared up. Whether he consented to 
tbat compromise or not, is not for me to 
eay. That is a family secret. But it iu 
no family secret that compromise was 
not repudiated until after the Republi- 
can members were sounded, and it was 
clear they would have no part or lot 
in it. 


Two such misunderslandings as these 


between the President and senate, if 
Republican, would have caused a sensa- 
tion as of burned woolen among the peo- 
ple. But the Democracy has limita- 
tions as to morality very much enlarged; 
that party seems to realize what General 
liutler eaid in jest, tbat "nobody was 
truly unassailable until his character 
was gone." 


"A STUDY JN IHIMAX NATURE." 


Tlie tariff bill of perfidy and dishonor 


has become a law, and an interesting 
law it is. How a Democratic senate, 
believing in the platform of its party, 
could have passed it, how a Democratic 
house could have passed it, having a 
hundred majority, is simply incompre- 
hensible. 
How the President could 


have permitted it to become a law is 
simply an impossible study in human 
nature. How can the country recon- 
cile this action with its former estimate 
of him? He waa deemed by a very- 
large part of the people to be a man of 
sound common sense and of great will 
power. His reputation for good sense 
certainly had a shock in the case of tbe 
Sandwich islands. And this is more 
likely to suffer from the contrast be- 
tween the letter to Wilson and the sur- 
render to Gorman. 


I was not one of those wbo expected 


such a result. He ought to have handed 
in his side arms and signed tbe bill. 
II he did not consent, then by both 
liouae nnd senate he has been pro- 
nounced to be not even a factor in the 
transaction. Hereafter the President, 
instead of standing on a mugwump and 
uureal pedestal, must be reckoned with 
the rest of them, and tbe regret will 
not all be on the Democratic side. Tho 
truth about the "Wilson bill ia that it 
was a foolish bill wben it went ont of 
the ways and means committee, and 
was mado still more foolish in the 
house. It had neither policy nor prac- 
tice, and yet it has been erected into a 
golden calf to be worshiped by party 
conventions, and that, too, with thecon- 
seut and approval of their own Mosea. 


The senate bill does li-ive some regard 


to the business of the country in spots, 
but it will prove a failure like the other, 
though not to the same detrree. The 
strikes in Fall River, New Bedford and 
elsewhere over the cotton schedule, said 
to be the best ever made, shows, as a 
prominent Democratic capitalist put it, 
that "labor has got to liquidate." Stocks 
have liquidated—that is, gone down one- 
half—except sugar. Labor ia to do the 
same. But there will be this difference 
stocks are submissive, laborers are not, 
Already tin; free traders are spreading 
all over the country lying statements of 
how much cheaper carriage cloth, cash- 
mere, worsted, coatings, challies (bui 
not sugar) will be hereafter, because the 
tariff tax is taken off.

The President must 
iflve referred to protection to American 
industry for be uses the sacred language 
i>t his guild. lie could not have meant 
ugar, for in hia last published epiitle, 
with most lovely but unmistakable cir- 
utolocution, he exhorted the brethren 
not to be frightened at that and was as 
tender to it in a veiled way as he was 
and is openly for its brother tenant of 
he same hotel (loot, the Dominion Coal 
Company. Why should we comment 
on the popgun bills, they sleep eide by 
ide ID the heavens of rest; it is bad to 
be dead, but it must be disgusting to be 
a dead humbug. They cannot even 
hang on them the little shreds of hypoe- 
isy for which they were intended. Mr. 
Carlisle has smoothed even the hillock 
n the graves. The world enjoys very 
reatly the Democratic denunciation of 
rusts today. And bow good all this 
talk is, the "deeds of these people may 
act be all that the Decalo«ut) demands, 
jut their language is. Their votes are 
wrong, their actions are fatal, but fling 
ut the banner and war cry of "St.

Almost Mr. Cleve- 
land's lirst step waa to take as his attor- 
ney general a corporation attorney, a 
man whom 1, and J guess most of yon 
never had heard of. I refer to Mr! 
Olney."

about Mr. George except what they reac 
of him in the opposition papers may be 
disposed to belittle his utterances, bu1 
he speaks for a larger personal following 
than any other man in the country hag 
today. James G. Slapuire, the mention 
of whose name this same convcntioi 
would cheer to the echo and whom il 
may nominate for governor (no ballol 
had been taken up to the time of this 
writing) ih a disciple of Mr. George and 
owes his great popularity in his con- 
gressional district to tlie fact that ht 
advocates tlie principles first enunciates 
in tliia country by^the distinguished au- 
thor of "Progress and Poverty." 


However, it H done, and the onlj 


thing remaining to be said is that tlie 
President has developed a marvelous 
faculty, for dividing his party and taking 
the enthusiasm out of it. It is split 
even in Texaa, which state before Mr. 
Cleveland's term shall have expired 
mav even be placed in tlie list of the 
doubtful—Texas, which hitherto has 
had oncii a surplus of Democratic votes 
aa would have sufliccd to turn the scale 
fur the Democracy in half of the reallv 
doubtful Btates conld they have been 
available for the purpose.

A Monster Spider. 


E. Knunt/e, secretary of the San Jna- 


qiiin Valley Coal Mining Company, 
brought back on his last trip to Coal- 
ingo a spider's nest, eight inches in 
length, two inches in outside diameter 
and two-thirds of an inch inside.

It is simply a 
case of strict attention to business, the 
steady application of practical knowl- 
edge to a practical end. Mr. Johns tone 
may not know anything about the initia- 
tive or referendum, or what is meant by 
'fiat" money. He prefers flat inouey, 
cash down both ways. If there is any 
secret in his success this is the secret of 
t, coupled with the concentration of 
his energies on his business. 


Mr. Joimstoue began farming a thirty- 


acre tract seven years ago. He bad the 
iisual 
obstacles 
to 
contend with. 


White ash soil of tbe best kind is sel- 
dom free Irom hard-pau, and Mr. John- 
stone found plenty of hard-pan in his. 
instead of running off to town period- 
ically to blow hia money in, Mr. John- 
Hone utilized his money and time at 
tiome to blow the hard-pan out. As a 
result the thirty-acre tract became tit 
for anything the orchardist or vineyard- 
ist could desire. The sturdy farmer ia 
blest with two sons, as stalwart and in- 
dustrious as himself, and now, tbat the 
tinkling has increased to 100 acres, it is 
Lhe boast of one of the eons, Frank, that 
"me.and the old man and my brother 
George, get away with the work most of 
the year. In the picking season live 
liireu hands are employed, and the help 
is usually required for two months. 
We try to handle the work ourselves; 
it's the hiring men all the time instead 
of doing the 
work themselves that 


makes so many farmers poor." 


The hundred acres which Mr. John- 


itone cultivates are divided in three 
tracts; oue of thirty acres, his own 
original holding; one of fifty acres, 
which he works for W. T. Graham oi 
San Frnncisco, mid a tract of twenty 
acres at Lone Star, eight miles dii 
taut. 


A mere glauce at the vineyard in Cen- 


tral (Jolony showed the indications of 
a iniud devoted to order aud method— 
tlie secrets of success in farming as 
everything elae. Every agricultural im- 
plement about the ranch was in its 
placb aud in good repair. The forge 
told its tale of eelf help. The chickens 
were picking un a living for themselves 
and their owner, and whatever waste 
they did not dispose of, tiie hogs con- 
sumed. At the eame time one of the 
features of JohnBtone's style of farming 
is the avoidance of waste. A barn was

His seven .icres of alfalfa have 
been cut live times this year, and the 
produce feeds all hia stock, seven horeos 
three cows, two calves and a steer 
Twelve acres are in pear trees, a good 
eafe crop. The cutting of the fruit re 
cently gave occupation to seventeen 
girls, and Mr. 
Johnstone recentlj 


shipped to a San Francisco packing firn 
twelve tons of fruit at $140 a ton. 


The Muscat crapes, which occupy al 


the portion of the thirty acres not cov-

with fruit trees, sultanas aud 


alfalfa, are in fine condition and Mr

the end ol the raisin season. Tbe tele- 
phone dispatch stated that the packing 
house will be opened here by T. E 
Laucley, a member of the old firm

them first class, sweet, well colored and 
well ripe and 'uscioua raisins at reason- 
able prices. Buyers and growers should 
wait, open their eyes and see to it that 
they obtain the Oral class article, which 
will bring money into the pockets of 
both grower and buyer alike, while the 
"red, sour, unripe and shriveled" rais- 
ins will bankrupt both, and afeoim- 
measueabiy hnrt the raisin market and 
injure tbe good name of California rais- 
ine.

strength of materials. He drew a com- 
parison between the men who proposed 
these reforms and theuiental and execu- 
tive qualities of Jefferson aud Hamil- 
ton, and in later days of Abraham Lin- 
coln. 


Mr. Short thought Jim Budd a good 


selection by the Democrats; a man who 
might make a good tight for the govern- 
orship; but what could he do with 
Grover Cleveland and gold legislation to 
struggle against? After eulogizing Ea- 
tee the sneaker called on all present for 
a united effort to laud the Republican 
ticket on top in November.

THK PROSECUTION MAY POSSIBLY 


llfi ABANDONED. 


Tliree of the Supervisors are Op 


liosod to Further Trials. 


The Keasons.

The iteiieriil tenor of opinion, among 


those interested in the late liquor trial?, 
seems to be that prosecutions against 
the fifteen dealers charged with selling 
liquor without a license will be aban- 
doned. This is not because the prose- 
tioc has no case or because the. two trials 
thus far have resulted in a failure to 
agree on the part of the jury. There is 
also a general accord of opinion that the 
prosecution was skilfully conducted bj 
an attorney who did his full duty. It 
ia also felt anion<f the majority of citi- 
zens that the Sunday closing law is a 
good thing and should be enforced. But 
these recent trials which, if the Barnum 
case be included, are surrounded by 
circumstances which, in the judgment 
of nearly every person who has ex- 
pressed an opinion on the subject, make 
it practically hopeless to tind twelve cit- 
ize'ns who will agree on a verdict, and il 
now appears that three of the supervis- 
ors are of this opinion. 


In an interview published in yester- 


day's REPUBLICAN Supervisor Butler ox 
pressed himaell strongly in favor of con 
tinuing tho prosecution, but that th« 
opinitm is not shared by the .majority of 
the board is clearly apparent, 


Supervisor Wickeraham lias always 


been opposed to any anti-liquor legisla* 
tion and pridea himself on his consist- 
ency in the matter. When the Sunday 
closing ordinance was passed last Octo- 
ber bis vote was recorded against it. 
He said yesterday: 
"The practical 


proposition ia that the board of super- 
visors has blundered and the liquor 
dealers arc to be puuiehud for the blun- 
der. The first ordinance passed, No. 
52, was 
defective. 
The supervisors 


recognized it and passed another, which 
ia about to become a law and which is 
also defective. The liquor dealers have 
all along been ready to pay their liceust 
fee, and why should not the $1400 owed 
by these fifteen men, who have been 
prosecuted, be received and tins prose- 
cution dropped? If it is dropped there 
will be an end of luucli^bitterness which 
now exists between citizens, and the 
merits of the Sunday closing question 
will not be affected at all. The men 
who have been arrested and prosecuted 
had no thought oMiohitiiijz the law. 
They have been ready at all times tcj 
pav their license foe, but why should 
they have been agked to sign that ab- 
surd affidavit which even Mr. llinds ad- 
mitted before the supervisors was not a 
Ipgal demand. The sensible thing to do 
is to let the matter drop and allow the 
men to pay the fees then and now due. 
In other words, let us have money paid 
into the treasury and not pay more 
money out for useless prosecutions. I 
understand Mr. Butler to say that tbeue 
trials are costiug the county noth 
That ia not so, for if the jurymen do no1 
get paid, the constable who summons 
them gets a fee for every venire, and ia 
entitled to a mileage beside if be thinks 
fit to claim it." 


Supervisor Letcher 
took a strong 


stand against the saloon men when the 
League of Freedom decided to violate 
the Sunday closing ordinance last May, 
and lie voted with a majority of the su- 
pervisors in refusing to grant licenses at 
the .May meeting. But he has sized up 
the situatiou aa it stands and believes it 
the part of wisdom to drop the prosecu- 
tions and allow the delinquents to pay 
their license fees, without prejudice to 
the action of the board on the Sunday 
closing question, which is an entirely 
distinct issue. Tie summed UD bis views 
with the emphatic statement. 
"Not a 


single ouo of the remaining thirteen 
cases shall be prosecuted by my vote." 


Supervisor Foster has been always set 


down as "on the fence" as to the liquor 
question, but he took the eame course 
as Chairman Letcher after tho violation 
of the Sunday closing ordinance in May. 
He is now, however, desirous of being 
put on record as concurring with Mr. 
J .etcher and Mr. "Wickersham in disap- 
proving of further prosecutions against 
the unlicensed liquor dealers who are 
willing to pay tiieir license fee due in 
May last. 


A number of citizens of all shades ol 


polical and religious opinion were found 
to concur in the belief that it will he im- 
possible to obtain convictions against 
ilieso men, if only from the impression 
which Attornev Tnpptir has succeeded 
in creating that the initiative, of the 
prosecutions lay with a small clique 
composed of members of the Prohibition 
party. 
The difficulty of successfully 


proscauting under a defective ordinance 
ia also insisted on.

SUPPOKT IT.

saitl to Governor Markham, in reporting 
his work *B president of the California 
State Agricultural Society for the year 
1891: "Agriculture in its broadest senee 
ia the sure foundation of prosperity; 
this fact was conceded by those who 
came before us, and ia being duly Cor- 
roborated aa the world advances." The 
truth contained in the above quotation 
is the only excuse for the large, amount 
of money our state con tributes each 
year to encourage agriculture through 
our etateand district faira. 


The declared objects of these institu- 


tions, as shown in their constitutions, 
are these: First, "It shall be the ob- 
ject of this society to encourage the cul- 
tivation of the Boil ami tlie general de- 
velopment of the agricultural resources 
of the state." Second, "Tofoiter every 
branch of mechanical and household 
arts calculated to increaBe the comforts 
of home life." Third, "To extend and 
facilitate the branches of mining and 
mining interests." I( there are other 
objects they are not stated. 


That the Fresno county fairs have re- 


ceived eo little notice and patronage 
from the very classes in whose interests 
they are said to be held has been a con- 
slant source of chagrin to the directors, 
and has 
subjected the agricultur- 


ists themselves to sharp criticisms from 
those who supposed this apathy was 
due to ignorance and general shiftless- 
uees. 


Not so, however. Any one who will 


take the trouble to examine into the 
kind and quality of the encouragement 
ottered the agriculturists will soon find 
that back of the producers' failure to 
co-operate with the management are 
some first-class reasons. 


1 n the first placu, though the directors 


are good and capable men, perhaps, 
each in his own line of business, they 
are men whose interests are not in the 
line of agriculture, and they have shown 
by the way they have managed the 
business of the association that they are 
not qualified to look after the best in- 
terests of a class BO entirely different. 
The agriculturist naturally resents be- 
ing ignored by not having a proportional 
representation on the hoard of directors. 
If the best and most intelligent agricul- 
turists were in the lead in this line of 
the work their tallowing would bo all 
that could be desired. If the help and 
encouragement was the best to be had 
for the money I am sure all else would 
he over uooked. But is it? Let us look 
u little closer and see. The state ap- 
propriates $3000 a year for this district. 
It can only he need for premiums and 
awards. 1 have shown that the first 
object of the appropriation wae to en- 
courage the cultivation of the soil. Not- 
withstanding thin our board of directors 
last year offered as premiums on the 
produce of the soil only $391. 


This amount they divided into 139 dif- 


ferent premiums. 
If there was a single 


competition hi two-thirds of the articles, 
and I think this a fair estimate, it 
would make 232 entries in these lines. 
Bach exhibitor is compelled by their 
rules to buy a beaaon ticket, costing $2, 
before making an entry. According to 
this estimate, in order that the tillers of 
the soil may get this $391 they are com- 
pelled to pay $464 to the association; so 
you eee that is just $73 less than noth- 
ing in money. Do they make this up 
in useful and reliable information of auy 
kind? So indeed. 


Those who were br»ve enough to at- 


tend, lost what little enthusiasm they 
had for their calling when they ob- 
served how much money, encourage- 
ment and enthusiasm was extended to 
horse racing and such like classes, es- 
pecially when they remember that they 
were compelled to assist in paying 
through taxation each year for such ex- 
hibitions. To further illustrate, I will 
mention a few of the premiums offered 
on some of the staple products of the 
eoil in ibis district. On alfalfa hay they 
offered all of fl. Suppose six persons 
competed for this premium; it would be 
equivalent to $12 to the association and 
$1 to one mau I Verily, that is encour- 
aging to the haymakers I On raisins 
the offer was $5 for best exhibit of not 
less than ten pounds; $19 all told on 
raisins of all kmdh and grades. Think 
what the raisin industry is to Fresno 
county, and then think of the encour- 
agement-offered this important branch 
of industry. 


On grain they offered for best exhibit 


of five different kinds of 100 pounds of 
eacli kiud, 500 pounds in all, the insig- 
nificant sum of $4. A premium com- 
mensurate with the importance of the 
grain industry to our county in their 
estimate! If anyone wishes to see this 
for himeelf let him look on page 32 of 
premium list for 1893. Let Stockton, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, and all per- 
sons, cease 
to wonder why Fresno 


'county's so-called agricultural fair eo 
poorly represents the wonderful fertil- 
ity of her soil, and her varied and un- 
rivaled natural resources. \fc are told 
in the secretary's report for last year 
that $1090 was paid for premiums all 
told. That would leave of the state up. 
propriation $1010. Did it require this 
amount to cover necessary expenses? If 
so, it.«eems that the whole thing, so faf 
as the people are concerned, costs a good 
deal more than it is worth. 


Of course the association has a per- 


fect right to attend to their own busi- 
ness in their own way, to have, or to 
hold a fair as they may, or may not 
please, if it is their own private or cor- 
porate affair; but to voluntarily assume 
an ofilce which places them in an atti- 
tude to receive, manage and control, 
for a special and specified purpose, state 
funds ia quite another thing. 
They 


have no option left. They "shall pro- 
vide for an annual fair." So says the 
constitution of the District Agricul- 
tural Association. They have no more 
right to hold an office in our state and 
not discharge the duties ol the same 
than any one else lias. A longsuffering 
and patient public demands that the di- 
rectors of our agricultural association 
discharge the duties of this public trust, 
or get out of the way and let others 
do so, 
'

Eiighmd lonf is tho one most sold, as 
is thu case with a!l breads made in 
si'/.es, but the S eeut and 10 cent loaves 
arti iu large demand, and thuro is a 
steady sale for the loaves at 2.~i ami ISO 
cents. The larger of tho two big loaves 
is sometimes cut iu two and sold in 
halves. 
The, big loaves are sold to 


boarding houses ami tu private families 
also. Some t'nlks Uko ;i crust, and somu 
like tho inside. 
The. big loaves are es- 


pecially desirable for those who like tliu 
inside. They have proportionately to 
weight less crust than the smaller 
loaves, and they can be so cut as to be 
served iu almost any form that may bu 
desired, with crust or without. 


Breads for hotels and restaurants are 


generally nmde in social shapes. They 
use a shape- corresponding to New Eng- 
land, and many restaurants that don't 
want so much crust fake a bread that is 
iiuuhi in loaves about 18 inches in 
length, aud not very wide, baked not 
separately, but laid closn together, so 
ibat tho loaves have crust on tho ends 
only. 
Some hotels buy this kiud of 


brc;ut, Init hot Ha generally uso more 
French bread and Vienna sticks. 
Tak- 


ing nil the people together, old and 
young, it. is probable than about three 
quarters liko their bread crusty.—New 
York Hun. 


Tin? Hair. 


The roots of the hair are each sup- 


plied with a bloodvessel of its own and 
with proper uerved, though the latter 
do not extend into the hair itself. On 
tho health of tho roots of thu hair tho 
whole growth depends. Ou either side 
of the root and a Httlo above it are two 
small glands, which secrete an oily sub- 
stance that gives gloss to the hair, and 
the glands serve to protect the roots of 
tho hair from becoming clogged with 
dust. Eaoh separate hair is a hollow 
tnbo and through its length is conveyed 
tho food, essential to health and growth.

Laoje numbers of men went iuio the 


country yesterday and Sunday to work 
in the vineyards. They went by wagos 
loada. So far as the approximate num- 
bers could be estimated, there were 
more Chinese than white men ; but for 
all that, a large number of white men 
went out to work. 


Yesterday the report was circulated 


that the men in Fresno, that ia, a ma- 
jority of them, would not work at H a 
day and board, and that employment 
offices here were pending to .San Fran- 
cisco to fill their orders for laborers. 
One employment oitk-e advertised1 for 
100 men logo to work at $1 a day and 
board, and also Advertised for men to 
lick at :£'.]' cents a tray and 50 cents « 
layoff for board. Both of these offers 
are regarded good pay for this year, but 
the employment agent complained that 
he received no responses from men iu 
Fresno, and would have to send to San 
Franoisco for men, and, in fact, had 
sent for some. 


Some, one volunteered to get him 100 


men if he wanted them, and went to 
the fOnrt house park and announced 
that men were wanted. 
Very nearly 


100 men made the rush to get the work; 
but when they got to the otike they 
were told no men were wanted. They 
were disappointed, of course. The. em- 
ployment 
agent explained that he 


already had all the men he wanted. 


The incident shows one thine. There 


is no occasion to send out of Fresno for 
men at present. Nor ia there anv rea- 
son for employing Chinamen. There 
are white men willing and anxious to go 
to work at one dollar a day and board. 


There is also another thing plainly to 


be seen. Some of the men in the park 
are not looking for work. No proposi- 
tion can be made to them that pleases 
them. They always want it some other 
way. Lot it be said to the credit of the 
workingmen, however, that these kick- 
eraareinthe minority. But there are just 
enough of them to bring discredit upon 
all the laborers in the park. Last even- 
ing when a company of men started to 
the employment oilice to accept what 
they supposed was a job at a dollar a 
day and board, a uaug of luzy, til thy, 
greasy ecriiba lounging in the grass 
culled out, "Scabs! scabs! scabs!" 
This shows that there aro EOUIQ who do 
not want to work, and try to dissuade 
others from working. These, no doubt, 
are the lusty tramps who make life 
miserable for women in the suburbs 
while their husbands are from home. 
The sooner they nre drummed out of 
town the better. To sum the matter up, 
there aro iu Fresno Euyeral hundred 
men, honest and industrious, who want 
work, and there are several dozen who 
will not work. In n few davs there will 
be employment for all the workers, and 
there is a nice corral with n stone pile 
im<l hammers for the tramps. 


Complaining Witness Pays the Cost 


A case in which nearly all the parties 


interested were Slavonians was tried in 
Judge Crichton's court yesterday. Peter 
Mitrovich was arrested for disturbing 
the peace on a warrant sworn to by 
Daniel Vaeliuh. In the course of the 
trial it was developed that the two men 
are partners in some sort of ranch work, 
ami Vaelish wanted to come to town 
with a horse, which Mitrovich refused 
to let him have. The overt act of dis- 
turbing the. peace, an Vae.lish doscribRd 
itt was "throwing his arms about iu a 
threatening manner, und smashing rai- 
sin trays." 


The caae, waa tried before a jury, 


which soon returned a verdict of not 
guilty, und recommended that the com- 
plaining witness, Vaelieh, pay the coats, 
about $10.

the State of California llais-in Grower*' 
and 1'ackei-?'I'.-iiiipany think that tho 
tuuf hascon:f1.* lot the yrowfrre know 
the names of thn?t> packers who have 
joined the i-ouibi nation, and also of 
those who liavo, up to da to. ri>fu?ed to 
do so. They ht-ar that many growers 
have been induced to sign contracts 
with tirms and corporations of packers 
on the statement that si:th parties 
would either join tlie combination, or 
that they were hi accord with it, whicl 
really amounts to nothing, as, unless 
they become ai-tual members of the 
company and put up their certifiei 
checks there is nothing binding on them 
And every oue who packs with then 
heJpa to rut his own throat and those o 
his neighbors, l! any grower has signec 
a contract with any Hrm on such state- 
ments he has signed under a gross mis- 
representation of facts, and Eiiould at 
once cancel hia contract aod place his 
raisins in the hands of sime packer who 
is a member of tiie combination, or in- 
sist upon Baid lirm at once joining tbe 
company and putum; up their certified 
checks. 


The next few days are very critical for 


the thorough siux-ess of the company, 
and tbose packers who do not join tae 
coiuoany know it and will take every 
advantage of tlie situation to entice the 
unwary grower into their net. We have 
now, as nearly as can be estimated, a 
full 80 per cent of the rai=in output of 
the valley in the combination, and with 
a little effort we shall pull tito amount 
up to 90 per cent. 


At the next meeting, September 4th, 


the packers will be called upon to put 
up their certified checks and the com- 
pany will appoint ita inspectors and be 
ready tor business. There are several 
eastern firms of brokers and handlers of 
raisins in the market inducing growers 
to consign to them on promising a cash 
offer in the sweat box. We have indis- 
putable evidence tuat some of tttebe 
firms are already offering raisine below 
the combination prices, and stating that 
they will continue to do BO. The grow- 
ers will therefore gee how utterly reck- 
less and regardless of their own interests 
they will be in placing their raisins in 
the bands of such men. They will not 
onlv obtain a lower price at the present 
than they would do by packing with a 
member of this company, bat n still 
lower one in the future. When these 
outside firms find they can not ob- 
tain raieine to fill their order? they 
will either have to step out ot tbe busi- 
ness or join, the company. The grow- 
ers, therefore, by joining the company 
have the full power in themselves to 
maintain prices. 


The packers eaulil maintain prices if 


they were all in the combine, but it 
seem? that some p ickers are inclined to 
thiak that it will be profitable for them 
to ctay on tbe outside, and do not care 
•whether they ruin the grower or not. 
Row let every grower see that no 
packer or seller has any raising to pack 
or to sell unless they are with na. 


If we all stand together we will regu- 
late tbe raisin packing and selling busi- 
ness for all time. 


It bos been currently reported that 


certain companies have put up their 
certified checks and others have not. It 
is proper that the raisin grower should 
know that tbe directors decided not to 
call for the checks till the 80 per cent of 
the pack is secured, and nntil it haa 
been so declared by them. This will so 
be declared and the checks called for 
on September 4tb. It is unjust and 
misleading that it should go out tbat 
gome of tbose who have joined the com- 
bine are less devoted to its eucceea than 
others. AH the packers in the combina- 
tion are working together and are pre- 
pared to meet the conditions of success 
•with equal zeal.

A very busy scene revealed itself to 


the eye of a RKI-UBLICAX reporter when 
he visited the works of the Gas nnd 
Electric Light Company on Tuolumne 
street between T and J last night. 


The change from Cimmerian darkness 


to dazzling light was as complete as it 
was agreeable. The reporter who had 
been going the rounds of the unlighted 
streets from Ventura ou the south to 
Tuolumne on the north, and from R on 
the east to D on the west, had shared 
very fully the perils which beset pedes- 
trians in this particular era on moonless 
nights, pitch dark sidewalks and dan- 
gerous crossings where buggies without 
lights give practical demonstrations of 
the unwisdom of keeping in the middle 
of the road. 


When the reporter entered the build- 


ing there was a whirr of wheels and 'a 
blinding light. AU bands have been at 
work day and night since the beginning 
of the week to get the machinery and 
wires in readiness for the experimental 
lighting of the city on Saturday. 


This meaaure^haa been resorted to by 


;he company to give the trustees an ob- 
:ect lesson as to what am be accom- 
plished in tbe direction of economic 
ighttng. The power of the lamps will 
)e reduced about 20 per cent, but the 
number will be the same a* before the 
uty trustees cut off tbe city lights in 
,he spring of the present year. On a 
irinciple that 11 naif loaf is better than 
no bread, the lighting of the city with 
ho full number of lamps, even if the 
candle power bfi reduced, will be cer- 
tainly appreciated by the citizens, to 
whom at this season the matter of un- 
liyhted streets, especially in the sub- 
urbs, represents a condition of perconal 
peril. 


The electric light plant at the Tuol- 


umne street works has had to be remod- 
eled to meet the changes which are pro- 
posed to be submitted in practical form 
for the consideration of the trustees. 
The "field" of ttie dynamos has been 
altered, by substituting a heavier wire, 
and other points tending to reduce the 
po*er of tbe current to an economic 
basis are receiving attention. 


It is possible that when the city .arc 


lamps are re-lit on Saturday the incan- 
descent lights will also be put in opera- 
tion again, so that every one will have a 
fair opportunity of judging between the . 
state of things now prevailing, and light 
and a bustling trade. 


The following is a list of the arc lights 


which wili be put on Saturday night: 
F, Calaveraa, Merced, Inyo and Santa 
Clara; G, Tuolumne and Tulare; Rail- 
road reservation and Mono; city park; 
H, Inyo and Mariposa; I, Merced,

The city trustees will have an oppor- j 


tunity of paeaing on the matter next \ 
Monday, and there is little doubt if they ; 
care anything for public opinion they; 
will bnry the "chemical" job out of ! 
aight, and in the last words of Schiller, i 
"Let in more light." The company's ; 
offer is to light the city un till 1 o'clock ' 
with light? of reduced caqite power, at 
a rate equal to about a 20"per cent re- 
duction from laat year's charges. The 
exact figures have already been given in 
Tax RKPDBLICAK in the report of the 
hut meeting of the trustees.

THE LAST LINES WRITTEN BY A 


MAX WHO WAS FOUND DEAD. 


.lean Camquiry, an Elderly French 


man, Dies in a Vineyard—His 


Curious Vhdou, 


Shelley's beautiful poem of the "Sky- 


lark that sits at heaven's gate and sin^s" 
is, like most of his poetry, too subtle, 
refined and metaphysical for the average 
mortal, but a curious incident occurred 
yesterday in a vineyard four miles out- 
side of town, on the White's Bridge road 
tbat throws a little light on what Shel- 
ley had in his mind when he wrote those 
lines. 


At 7 o'clock yesterday morning J. 


Escanteloup, a French laborer, em- 
ployed at tho Uaynor vineyard, in the 
locality just stated, saw the body of a 
man prostrate oh the ground. "Some- 
thing in the attitude of the sleeper at- 
tracted hie attention. The stillness and 
rigidity dispelled his first impression 
that the man was in a fit, or was over- 
come by the heat. He looked again and 
saw tbat the man was dead. 


In searching the pockets the officials 


found a number of papers, not of mater- 
ial importance. One wus the certificate 
of the Mayor of the little burg of Asasp, 
in southern France, that Jean Carri- 
quiry was born on the day set forth in 
the certilicate, in the year 1835. The 
name of his father and the witness ap- 
pear on tbe document, the French law 
3eing very precise on all such matters, 
on account of their bearing on the coin- 
iulsory military service to which every 
iative of France is liable. The second 
paper was an honorable discharge from 
he French army in 1867. Butthethird 
>aper— that was the puzzler. It seemed 
0 have been scrawled in a nervous 
iand, and the repetitions point 10 a 
vavering mind, a« of one on tbe verge 
of delirium or death. Still the idea is 
here, the vision of bright and beautiful 
lungs, the close mingling of human 
lihildhood'e 
recollections 
with 
the 


jlimpse through the gates ajar. The 
01 low ing are the lines in French as 
written: 


Ilirondelle legere daoe les cieux ec- 


latants.. Vous etes messagero du rapide 
nriutemps... (Jar pour vous, car pour 
TOUR la patrie.. . Sera tonjours, tou- 
oura ou la rose fleurie... On naiss-ent 
les beaux jours.. Oh la rose fleurie ou 
naissent les beaux jours!" 


Freely translated 
this will read: 


'Swallow flitting li^ht in the brilliant 
sky— You are the harbinger of tbe 
ppeedy spring— For you ihe home- 
and shall be ever where the rose blooms 
and the sunny daya are born." 


Jean Carriu.uiry wus found dead. He 


ividently died alone, and dying, "bab- 
bled of green fields," like'FulstufF of 
old. 


There was not much evidence neces- 


iary at the inquest, which Coroner Ste- 
ihens held yesterday. 
Escauletoup, 


;he Frenchman, testified to finding the 
body, and F. Jumqua, who hired the 
dead man last Sunday, aaid that Carri- 
quiry went to work with the rest on 
Monday morning and left the others 
about 11 o'clock. The party was pick- 
rig grapea and Carriquiry waa aeeii to 
walk to a spot 400 yards away. Noth- 
ng was thought of the matter until the 
body waa found some distance from the 
spot where be was last seen. There 
were no marks of violence, and Dr. 
Davidson testified that the autopsy 
jliowed death to have been due to in- 
:ernal congestion. 


The jury returned a verdict of death 


:rom natural causes.

HOW IT WORKS. 


Tariff Reduction Must Come Out of 


the Laborer's Wages. 


From tlie Tulure Register. 


A representative of the Register had 


accasion last week to call at the Sail 
Fose woolen mills and, while there, the 
)resideut of the company gave him 
some "ery interesting iuformatiou aa to 
lie effect of the recent tariff bill on the 
business of that company. 


As will be remembered, the woolen 


nanufacturer was protected under the 
McKinley law by a specific duty of SO 
cents a puuud ou woolen manufactures 
at 45 per cent ad valorem, but there was 
a heavy duty on foreign wools. The 
senate bill just passed took off the duty 
of 50 cents a pound on manufactured 
woolens and gave the manufacturer free 
oreign wool. 


The manufacturer now saves 25 centa 


per pouud on tbe cost of nia cleaned 
wool, but this lacks 10 cents per pound 
if making up to him the benefit he re- 
:eived, over and above the 4y per cent 
advalorein, by the protective duty of 50 
cents per pound. This saving has got 
o be met somewhere, and as the San 
Jose Woollen Mills use about 1000 
Ktunds of wool per day, in order to com- 
jete with British manufacturers they 
vould, if they used foreign wool, have 
to make a saving of ?100 per day, and 
where to make it IB & problem. 


There are eighty-five handa in the 


nill, and to make all that saving off 
hem would be to make a heavy cut 
on their wages, and so the company ia 
iiirtailing everywhere else first. To 
jegin with, they removed their San 
jrancisco depot to a cheaper building, 
thereby saving $175 per month. They 
discharged one man at Kan Francisco, 
saving $50 per month, and they have 
nade a cut in the commissions to 
their salesmen on the road, and yet have 
not been able to meet the deficit. There 
will be no escape from cutting the wages 
of the employes from 25 to 33}£ percent, 
n'order to put their goods into the San 
Francisco market on a par with the 
'ooda of British manufacturers, even if 
,he iraportera are honest in invoicing 
their goods and do not file pretended in- 
voicea in which the goods are rated a 
jood deal lower than

The Consensus of Opinion is That 


Trade Will bo Good Till Christ- 


mas aud Uncertain After. 


There are indications that, while a 


return of the good old times must lie a 
matter of months or yeara, the bottom 
of hard times has been reached, and 
that so far aa Fresno is concerned an im- 
mediate improvement may be looked 
for. All authorities teem to agree on 
one point, that before any substantial 
benefit can be derived the farmer must 
have better wheat crops, better prices 
md cheaper transportation ratca. 


Louis Uundelfim;rr, manager of Louia 


Einstein A Co., was very conservative 
in his opinion, when interviewed by a 
RKPUIILICAN reporter. He said: "The 
effect of a. large number of men being 
put to work in the vineyards will natur- 
ally be felt immediately, and a steady 
run of business in cheap clothing, shoes 
and provisions may be looked for even 
by the end of the week. Money is be- 
ing distributed and we shall all get our 
share. • But as to the effect on the home 
population 1 have no great expectations 
Money will circulate, say from the mid- 
dle of September till January. In our 
own business the tendency of tlie vine- 
yard laborers rims almost entirely to 
jheap goods. If you ask me how things 
will be after Christmas I am obliged to 
say that everything depends on the 
fanners, and they are iu a bad way.
